earthquake shock was felt here at 
10:30 o'clock Monday night It lasted 
about three seconds and was from east 
to west 
No damage has been re- 


ported. 
/ The condition of the 5.000 people 
camped in Jefferson Square park Is 
deplorable. 
Not more than five per 


cent, have even an army tent and the 
makeshifts are constructed of carpet, 
bed sheets and every Imaginable sub- 
stance. They are totally inadequate 
to keep out the heavy rain. The 400 
soldiers of the Fifth and Sixth Cali- 
fornia National guard are requisition- 
ing every house in the neighborhood 
for shelter, but in the meantime the 
homeless are In a miserable plight. 


At Fort Mason there Is little misery 


on account of the cold rain. 
About 


8,000 people are encamped there, and 
on account of the sandy and sloping 
ground sanitation is not bad.' Food is 
plentiful aEd of 
fair 
variety. The 


health of the refugees at this place is 
as good as can be expected under the 
circumstances. There is some general 
sickness,'but on account of compara-

The furnaces and grate chimnejs will 
be ready to start up at an hour's 
notice if suitable power can be ob 
tained and it is possible that a speedy 
makeshift for power'may soon be ar 
ranged, If the early future should war

Gorky's most famous long book is 


"JForoa" Gordyeef." a tragedy filled 
with more than the author's usual 
gloom, hut powerful In its character 
delineation and masterful In Its pro- 
test against tyranny and aristocratic 
shams. His short stories are more ad- 
mired by the general public than his 
more ambitions efforts. They are orig- 
inal and individual to the highest de- 
gree and almost savage In their truth- 
fulness. One feels while reading them 
that this is a new voice telling of a 
world different from that which most 
of us knoTr—a chaotic world just 
emerging Into self consciousness, a 
primal . and 
naked 
world, 
brutal, 


strong, groping, but terribly real. The 
atmosphere Into which he leads us is 
strange, but tonic. 


From the appearance of Gorky's first 


story. "Makar Chudra," he was watch- 
ed by the Russian spies of the govern- 
ment as a possible revolutionist and 
dangerous character.

illustrious 


deeds. ther« is no more splendid or 
more heroic figure, than the grizzled 
old farmer, in his hodden gray and 
homespun, with his old flint-lock at 
his shoulder. as, with grim determin- 
ation and unfaltering patriotism, 
he 


stood silhouetted against

dawn at Lexington, 131 years ago. As 
he held, with grim and unconquerable 
resolution, that Thermopylae
